A sermon preached in St. Louis 
Sunday by Dr. Grant A. Robbins, a 
former pastor of the First Methodist 
Episcopal church 
of 
Sedalia, 
was 
written of as follows 
in 
Monday s 
G lobe-Demoerat. 
Rev. Dr. Grant A. Robbins, pastor 
of Union Methodist Episcopal church, 
preached a sermon yesterday morning 
on "Brotherhood in the Present Age,’ 
as applied to the local situation of 
men out of work and in want. 
He 
declared his advocacy of some sort of 
system by which hungry men could 
be fed and clothed, when warehouses 
exist containing grain and manufac­ 
tured garments. 
The text was. “Whoso 
hath 
the 
world’s goods and seeth his brother 
hath need, but shutteth up his com­ 
passion against him, how abideth the 
love of God in him.” 
Dr. Robbins took up the Jewish 
teaching of the fundamental idea that 
those who have possessions should 
provide for the poor. 
Many passages 
of Scripture were 
quoted, 
showing 
tile custom of the poor going into the 
cornfield and getting what they want­ 
ed to eat, and into the vineyard for 
the 
remains 
of 
the 
crop. 
Jesus* 
teaching, “Thou shalt love thy neigh­ 
bor as thyself,” was given as clima- 
tis, this being quoted by Paul and by 
James as “the royal law.” 
“ Between 65,000 and 70,000 people 
are out of employment, I am told by 
the Federation of Labor in St. Louis,** 
said Dr. Robbins. 
"There are some 
who would not work under any con­ 
dition, but the great mass of them 
want to work and are entitled to do 
so. in order to maintain their self­ 
respect. 
No system has a right to 
demand that these men and women 
Ie without employment, when they 
want to work. 
“Certain factories in St. Louis are 
running simply with a view in these 
times of keeping men and women em­ 
ployed . In Dr. Clakins’ recent book 
he tells us that in India there were 
millions of bushels of wheat stored 
while 
people 
were 
starving, 
and 
wheat was even exported when the 
natives were starving. 
This is hea­ 
thenish. 
"In St. Louis last Monday there 
were stored 3,416,000 bushels of wheat. 
People also need shoes. 
There is 
plenty of food and clothing stored, 
and yet the people are hungry and 
cold. 
W hat is needed is for the city 
lo arrange some way that these peo­ 
ple may retain their self-respect and 
work for the things they need. 
You 
may say, ‘That is paternalism: that 
is socialism.’ 
Well, make the most 
of it; it is Christianity.” 
“Jesus said, ‘The people need not 
go away; give them to eat.’ 
It was 
Jesus’ answ er to the short-higTited- 
ness of the world that the people are 
entitled to bread. 
“There is no way at all where any 
man out of employment can work for 
the state unless he commits a crime. 
That is a pathetic situation.” 
Speaking of the difficulty that the 
Provident association has in meeting 
the situation, Dr. Robbins said that 
the churches should he credited with 
all that they are doing through their 
rich men who have already contrib­ 
uted, thus making the actual total of 
gifts by church people far more than 
the $15,000 now asked for.

Discipline in train service of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton rail­ 
way will be administered under the 
merit system beginning 
January 
I, 
1915, as announced by J. M. Davis, 
general manager, in a circular ap­ 
proved by the receivers, stating that 
the method of suspending employes 
for infractions of rules will be dis­ 
continued and instead a record will 
be kept showing merits and demerits 
for work performed. 
The object of the railroad in nick­ 
ing this radical departure iii employ­ 
ment is to better the condition of the 
men by doing away with suspensions 
which cut off the earnings of and 
work hardships on the employes and 
their families. 
By the new system 
demerits will be registered on per­ 
sonal records until a number suffi­ 
cient to warrant dismissal are re­ 
ceived; 
but counterbalancing these 
marks the men will be given credits 
for meritdrius service, such horror 
m arks weighing heavily in reviewing 
the records. 
Such offenses as dis­ 
loyalty, insubordination and intoxica­ 
tion will carry penalties of summary 
dismissal, as under the old regula­ 
tions was the case. 
The personal record of each em­ 
ploye affected by the new order will 
be kept in the general offices at Cin­ 
cinnati, as well as at each division 
headquarters, and each entry in fa­ 
vor of or against the record will be 
forwarded to the man, in order that 
he may be informed concerning his 
standing. 
Employes will be furnished 
copies of their record at any time by 
addressing a request to their supe­ 
rior.
